In tho Index Flora Sineneie thoro ore sixteen 
speciva of calantho recorded, and four species 
are foundin Hongkong. Ono vf these, Catanthe 
gracitis, is now flowering in the No, 3 house 
whero it ia represonted by two specimens, on 
of which bears one ecope and the other four. It 
is a showy orchid, but jt ia intoresting aa it 
has baen recorded from the Khosia Hills in 
addition to Hongkong. In tho latter place it 
may be found growing on moist rocks on Mouat 
Parker, . 

Roses and camellios in the Gordens bave now 
a quantity of bloom ou them, and should prove 
attractive for some time to come,

THR MANCHURIAN HIGHWAYMEN. 

Av oxpedition organised by the General Staff 

fo aguinat the Mancharian bighwaymen who 
have been proviog tronblisome of late, has 
proved sacocaaful. The gcane of tho operations 
was the Liao River aud the Chinose wore under 
tho commnnd of Messieurs Talon-Sana and 
Faloa-hoa “lr fourth part of a brignde took 
part in the operationa, Io an action st the 
village of Yafin, the Highwaymen woro com- 
plotely defoated, ‘Tho Russian losses wore four 
killed und ten woundod, one offloer boing in the 
latter category. According to the official stato- 
ment of the locat (thincss administration, the 
bandits Inat about two handred killed and about 
ag many wounded, This heavy. loss on tho part 
of the Chinsso was duo to a night ottno’ being 
made by tho Russians and to a pants awong tho 
bandits. Tulon-Sana lost his righthond, which 
was cat off at tha wrist. Tho oxpolition did its 
work with deadly thoroughnoss. It travelled 
400: versts wert of the Lino River, and after- 
wards started on a naw obase of the same longth 
back again and cornered the Chineso gang on 
the river. The Russian troops are said to bare 
shown unusual endurance and bravery in the 
little campaign.
